PAY CANAL TOLLS 


AGITATION STARTING IN MlAM 


HAS SPREAD TO JACKSONVILLE 


AND ST. AUGUSTINE—FT. LAU 


DERDALE 'CHAIN IS BROKEN. 


MIAMI, Jan. 3.—Agitation over th 


matter of paying tolls in the Florid 
East_coast canal which was recentl 
started by Miami boatmen who inaug 
urated a campaign to break the chal 
and refuse to pay for the privilege o 
ply up and down the water way ha 
spread up the cofet to St. Augustin 
and Jacksonville and there men ar 
declining to pay. 


Owners of boats about Miami ar 


declining to pay toll on every trip u 
or down the canal, on the ground tha 
the canal company has refused to car 
ry out its side of the contract an 
that therefore the charge is Illegal. 


Concerning the kirk of the yachi 


men farther up the coast, the Florid 
Metropolis, of Jacksonville, says:' 


"A score of yachts' are moored t 


local piers, ready t > proceed down tl) 
east coast, while their owners are pro 
testing against the injustice of th

Tolls Are Uniform. 


"According to an interpretation o 


the schedule of toll rates charged b 
the canal company, local boatmen de 
clare that almost a prohibitive barrie 
has been placed in their way. The 
assert that the tolls are infinitely un 
fair in view of the fact that the com 
pany was magnificently remuneratec 
by the state for having constructee 
the canal, and that there is just a 
much justice in charging for trans 
portation upon a county road as it i 
to fix charges for traffic on the cana 


"The indignant yachtsmen furthe 


declare the canal has never been com 
pitted Recording to the specification 
of the agreement with the state. Tha 
the company, according to specifica 
tions, was to construct the canal in 
such a mannar as to provide a depth 
of sevent feet of water, and instead 
of coming up to requirements a deptt 
of only three and a half feet is found 
in some stretches of the canal. 


Land Turned Over. 


"Notwithstanding 
this fact, the 


state has turned over 600,000 acres 
of land to the company, in lieu ol 
the alleged construction of the water 
way. 


"The yachtsmen are strong in their 


belief that the canal should be turned 
over to the government in order thai 
it can be properly maintained 
They 


contend that many cf the yachtsmen 
who cruise down the coast through 
the inland waterway during the win 
ter seasons, may stop 
altogether 


their annual visits on account of the 
injustice of the situation. While they 
are men of means, generally speaking, 
yet they do not feel disposed to go 
to expense produced by a system of 
toll charges, when the principle of the 
thing is wrong. 


"According to a local boatman, a 


trip to St. Augustine and return would 
entail an expense of *15, as his craft 
measured 75 feet and the toll charge 
between the two cities being 10 cents 
per foot 
It is to be clearly seen how 


this plan on the part of the canal 
company will prejudice 
yachtsmen 


against the state. It will keep many 
visitors away, and the ill effects will 
be far reaching."

Ot county commissioners, held in De- 
Land Monday and Tuesday, $2,000 
was appropriated for the work of Im- 
proving the John Anderson.highway 
northward from the north, line of the 
tons ot Ormond, the money supple- 
menting a fund of ?1,000 raised for 
the purpose by L. B. Knox, ot Mound 
Grove, who has In the past expended 
much time and money of his own 
upon the road. Shell from the mound 
south of Port Orange will be used for 
the hard surfacing. 


Much of the road, especially in the 


vicinity of Mound Grove, is in excel-i 
lent condition, 'but there are about 
mo miles that can be considerably 
improved and it is in sections of this 
character that the money will be ex- 
pended. 


The improvement of this road is of 


importance to Daytona and all other 
towns along the East Coast as it is 
a part of the great north and souht 
highway connecting Canada and Flo- 
rida, as well as being a section of the 
roadway between Jacksonville and 
Miami, and the people of this district 
are to be congratulated on Commis- 
sioner J. D. Haley's success in secur- 
ing the appropriation tor the work in 
connection with the funds obtained 
for the improvement by Mr. Knox.

TERIAL FROM OYSTER BARS. 


At tte regular meeting of the board 


of county commissioners held Mon- 
day at DeLand, a resolution was 
adopted requiring all fences along 
county roads to be removed to a dis- 
tance of 14 feet from the center of 
the roadway. This is a wise provi- 
sion on the part of the commissioners 
and will lead to a marked improve- 
ment in the public highways, finally 
resulting in a uniform fence line 
along all county roads. It may in 
some instances work some hardships 
on individuals in the expense of mov- 
ing and rebuilding fences, but will be 
a great public benefit and improve- 
ment. 


Also looking further to the improve- 


ment of the public highways, the com- 
missioners instructed their attorney, 
Gary D. Landis, to confer, with state 
authorities concerning the rights in 
the use of shell from the oyster bars 
in the Halifax river as road material 
The shell from these oyster bars con- 
stitutes one of the best materials of 
this section for the hard surfacing of 
roadways and there is an almost limit- 
less supply of it in the river opposite 
Port Orange, where there are acres 
upon acres of these bars, which, in 
most cases, are said to be six feet 
or more in flepth.

we were alone aud said to me: 


" 'You have been mentioned to me as 


a person (ittcd to lie the repository of 
an important diplomatic secret—indeed, 
to carry out an Important diplomatic 
move.1

pressing me with the Importance cf 
locking tvltliiii myself wliat he wag 
about to say to me. after which he pro- 
ceeded:

IB In favor of 
permitting you Americans to settle 
your quarrels among yourselves.

emperor of tbe French, who must be 
constantly diverting the mind of the 
various factions he rules from himself, 
has some scheme with reference to 
making a lodgment somewhere in 
North America. He is importuning us 
to join him In Intervention with a view 
to separate the On/fed States Into two 
sections. 
We do not wish to antago-

BOATMEN REFUSE TO 


PAY CANAL TOLLS 


AGITATION STARTING IN 
MIAMI 


HAS SPREAD TO JACKSONVILLE 


AND ST. AUGUSTINE—FT. LAU- 


DEROALE 'CHAIN IS BROKEN. 


MIAMI, Jan. 3.—Agitation over the 


matter of paying tolls in the Florida 
East_coast canal which was recently 
started by Miami boatmen who inaug- 
urated a campaign to break the chain 
and refuse to pay for the privilege of 
ply up and down the water way has 
spread 'up the cofet to St. Augustine 
and Jacksonville and there men are 
declining to pay. 


Owners of boats about Miami are 


declining to pay toll on every trip up 
or down the canal, on the ground that 
the canal company has refused to car- 
ry out its side of the contract and 
that therefore the charge is illegal. 


Concerning the kirk of the yacht- 


men farther up the coast, the Florida 
Metropolis, of Jacksonville, says:' 


'.'A score of yachts' are moored to 


local piers, ready t > proceed down the 
east coast, while their owners are pro- 
testing against the injustice of the 
schedule 
of 
toll 
charges recently 


• put into 
effect 
by the 
Florida 


Coast Line Canal & Transportation 
company. 


Tolls Are Uniform. 


"According to an interpretation of 


the schedule of toll rates charged by 
the canal company, local boatmen de- 
clare that almost a prohibitive barrier 
has been placed in their way. They 
assert that the tolls are infinitely un- 
fair in view ot the fact that the com- 
pany was magnificently remunerated 
by the state for having constructed 
the canal, and that there is just as 
much justice in charging for trans- 
portation upon a county road as it is 
to flx charges for traffic on the canal 


"The indignant yachtsmen further 


declare the canal has never been com- 
pleted Recording to the specifiications 
of the agreement with the state. That 
the company, according to specifica- 
tions, was to construct the canal in 
such a mannar as to provide a depth 
of sevent feet of water, and instead 
of coming up to requirements a depth 
of only three and a half feet is found 
in some stretches of the canal. 


Land Turned Over. 


"Notwithstanding 
this fact, the 


state has turned over 600,000 acres 
of land to the company, in lieu of 
the alleged construction of the water- 
way. 


"The 
yachtsmen are strong in their 


belief that the canal should be turned 
over to the government in order that 
it can be properly maintained 
They 


contend that many cf the yachtsmen 
who cruise down the coast through 
the inland waterway during the win 
ter seasons, may stop 
altogether 


their annual visits on account of the 
injustice of the situation. While they 
are men of means, generally speaking, 
yet they do not feel disposed to go 
to expense produced by a system of 
toll charges, when the principle of the 
thing is wrong.

THREE THOUSAND DOLLARS TO 


BE EXPENDED ON JOHN AN. 


OERSON HIGHWAY NORTH OF 


ORMOND. 


At the regular meeting of the board 


Ot county commissioners, held In De- 
Land Monday and Tuesday, $2,000 
was appropriated for the work of Im- 
proving the John Anderson.highway 
northward from the north line of the 
town of Ormond, the money supple- 
menting a fund of $1,000 raised for 
the purpose by L. B. Knox, ot Mound 
Grove, who has in the past expended 
much time and money of his own 
upon the road. Shell from the mound 
south of Port Orange will be used for 
the hard surfacing. 


Much of the road, especially in the 


vicinity of Mound Grove, is in excel- 
lent condition, 'but there are about 
tuo miles that can be considerably 
improved and it is in sections of this 
character that the money will be ex- 
pended. 


The improvement of this road is of 


importance to Daytona and all other 
towns along the East Coast as it is 
a part of the great north and souht 
highway connecting Canada and Flo- 
rida, as well as being a section of the 
roadway between Jacksonville and 
Miami, and the people of this district 
are to be congratulated on Commis- 
sioner J. D. Maley's success in secur- 
ing the appropriation for the work in 
connection with the funds obtained 
for the Improvement by Mr. Knox.

6ARD TO OBTAINING ROAD MA- 


TERIAL FROM OYSTER BARS. 


At tiie regular meeting ot the board 


of county commissioners held lion- 
day at DeLand. a resolution was 
adopted requiring all fences along 


1 county roads to be removed to a dis- 
tance of 14 feet from the center of 
the roadway. This is a wise provi- 
sion on the part of the commissioners 
and will lead to a marked Improve- 
ment in the public highways, finally 
resulting in a uniform fence line 
along all county roads. It may in 
some instances work some hardships 
on individuals in the expense of mov- 
ing and rebuilding fences, but will be 
a great public benefit and improve- 
ment. 


Also looking further to the improve- 


ment of the public highways, the com- 
missioners instructed their attorney, 
Cary D. Landis, to confer, with state 
authorities concerning the rights in 
the use of shell from the oyster bars 
in tbe Halifax river as road material 
The shell from these oyster bars con- 
stitutes one of the best materials of 
this section for the hard surfacing of 
roadways and there is an almost limit- 
less supply of it in the river opposite 
Port Orange, where there are acres 
upon acres of these bars, which, in 
most cases, are said to be six feet 
or more in flepth.

He Is Importuning us 
to join him In intervention with a view 
to separate tbe United States Into two 
sections. We do not wish to antago- 
nize him by a refusal, and we do not 
wish to enter into any arrangement 
with a view to Interfering between the 
states. 


" 'There is a power which would 


gladly block the emperor's game did 
that power' know that the game was 
batching. L refer to Russia. The czar 
since tbe Crimean war does not lo\e 
France, and he does not love England. 
We cannot join Russia in a coalition 
to prevent Intervention. 
Should the 


czar know that France is endeavoring 
to Induce us to Join her In her pro- 
posed scheme be would at once take 
measures to prevent it. 
This is ex- 


actly what we should like. It would 
render a refusal of Napoleon's request 
needless and leave us to remain neu- 
tral In Ami'ricaii affairs

to submit it except to his majesty.

"Plejtse. sir." said tbe chaiulieriiiaiu 


«f the second floor of the Keuslugmore 
botei to the proprietor. "I caa't icct ii 
reply from No. 43. Tbe door l» locked 
and the key Inside." 


The landlord remembered tUnt N'» 


43 had been taken the iiigbt before bj 
a James Walk ley. a mau with a bald 
bead and uiuttou chop whiskers. He 
wished for No. 44 also, which commu- 
nicated, but It bad been taken by a 
small man. named Kussell, who bail 
come In only half an hour before 
Walkley and left J500 in the hotel safe 
to be kept till morning. 


The landlord went to No. 43 and was

Tbe two 
mysteries were not thought of as hav- 
ing any connection with each other, 
but if they' had and the date of Mr 
Hluton's vanishing had been compar 
ed with that of tbe occurrence of the 
Russell affair It would have been
